! they beginning to view the business 
I of Mexican oil as a proposition which 
is going to pay dividends for a great 
many years. 
This tendency is plainly evident 
despite the fact th at a settlem ent of 
juridicial questions with the Mexican 
government is still pending. 
I 
It iB evident from the projected 
construction of new refineries, ter- 
I minals and storage facilities; it is 
reflected in the new era of “welfare” 
work—the building of club houses, 
! residences and schools for the com­ 
panies’ employees and their families; 
it gains 
further 
support 
by 
the 
amount of new 
development work 
which is going forward in the fields. 
For instance, reliable Information 
received by the United Press shows 
th at on June 15 there were 159 new 
wells In the making; either drilling 
had been started or the wells were 
“rigging up” preparatory to drilling. 
A large number of these wells were 
“w ildcat”—wells 
being 
drilled 
in 
unproved territory. Altogether, they 
testified to a great deal of new activ­ 
ity. 
As drilling increases, it must he 
accompanied by enlarged facilities 
for handling the oil. 
The two principal companies rep­ 
resenting British interests, the Cor­ 
ona Petroleum Company and El Agu­ 
ila, have concluded a tank construc­ 
tion program 
which 
will 
provide 
storage capacity for about seven mil­ 
lion b ard s of oil. The Corona com­ 
pany already hag begun work in the 
building of ninety 65,000-barrel steel 
tanks. The Continental Mexican cap­ 
ital, has let contracts for twelve 65,- 
000-barrel tanks. 
As a place to m ake one’s home, 
Tampico is no garden spot, so lf the 
foreign oil companies are to retain 
the services of their American em­ 
ployes, they m ust make life as at­ 
tractive as possible. 
The Transcontinental Company, a 
subsidiary of Standard Oil, soon will 
begin construction of a modern club 
house, with tennis courts, library, 
dance hall and all the other requi­ 
sites of a well-appointed cluh. Other 
companies have planned similar ac­ 
tion, while the Corona company, a 
British concern, la 
to construct a 
complete community a t a cost of sev­ 
eral million dollars. Th© program In­ 
cludes a new refinery, an office build- 
i h an d lin g stores and homes for the 
ing. clubhouse, school building, mop- 
employees. Almost all of the com­ 
panies are erecting residences and 
several have let contracts for new 
office buildings. 
And while Tampico is enjoying a 
building boom, the

production 
grows apace and the boys out tn the 
fields continue “hringtn’ in the wells.”

which will be a tremendously im­ 
portant period. 
“It will be so easy for the United 
t States to become involved and go 
beyond its depth that the present 
tension and over-strain in world af­ 
fairs are of a most serious nature, 
and the consequences of a misstep 
will be very far-reaching.

American peojde will approve an 
op*in w ar on Russia, and if we won't 
make it with oar eyes open, know­ 
ing what we have got to meet, why 
meet it with our eyes closed through 
the League of Nations or the pre­ 
ponderating influence of European 
states ? 
"M atters of such Importance as 
this will arise from time to ti moi, 
and we mast, have an ulEra-Ameri- 
cair congress and an ultra-American 
president, free from world ambitions 
and mindful only of our country’s 
welfare and the appropriate trend 
of civilization. 
“For those reasons, knowing all of 
tho candidates for the presidency 
personally, I strongly prefer Senator 
Harding. 
"Because 
of 
his plain common 
sense, willingness to listen—a rare 
faculty of recent years in the presi­ 
dential office—his plain unvarnished 
Americanism, his sanity and cour­ 
age, 
his freedom from prejudices, 
his abiding faith in the wholesome­

suddenly tak en out of the daily life of the nation things w ould go 
sm ash. 
Industries could n o t be m aintained, m erchandising would col­ 
lapse, agriculture would be in hopeless confusion and im potency and th e 
m anagers of railroads would throw up their hands in d espair of th e ir 
ability to handle the traffic of the country. 
T his g reat change in 
econom ic conditions, th is practical transform ation of business m eth o d s 
and equipm ent, has come about w ithin the short period of tw o decades. 
Tw enty years ago the autom obile was but an experim ent, w ith its pos­ 
sibilities unrealized and its possession confined to a few pioneers, so to 
speak, practically all of them seeking their pleasure only.

There has been too m uch of a ten ­ 
dency to look upon the autom obile as purely a pleasure vehicle. 
It is 
true th at use of the m achine for pleasure is a large one but the sam e 
can be said of the indispensable telephone. 
There is no way to d isas­ 
sociate the pleasure use from the business use. 
It is as im possible to 
class trucks and tracto rs as business vehicles and other autom obiles as 
pleasure according to w hether or not they were in business buildings or 
private residences. 
It is not the fact th a t th e m aking of autom otive vehicles gives 
labor to a large num ber of persons th at m akes it so im portant in th e 
industrial aud business life of the nation, but the use of the vehicles for 
production, transportation and business activities. 
W ithout them p ro ­ 
duction and distribution would both be paralyzed. 
W henever in vention 
and science add som ething of practically a revolutionary n atu re in th e 
m ethods of doing business or of general living, there can never he any 
step backw ard. 
The steam engine, the steam boat, the railroad, th e 
telegraph, artificial gas, the electric light, the telephone, the phono­ 
graph, the elevator, the m ultiple printing press and ty pesetting m a­ 
chine, the electric street car, now the autom otive vehicle and soon, 
probably, the hying m achine, each in its turn has caused a revolution 
in m ethods and produced new conditions which can only be changed by 
the substitution of som ething equally new and revolutionary.
